One called “ the b rid ­ 
al c h a m b e r” was nam ed, acco rd ­ 
ing to a guide, because of a girl 
who "figured the only w ay she 
could ca rry out a prom ise to her 
m other she would never m a rry 
the best m an on e a rth —and still 
get the guy she w anted—was to 
m a rr y him in the cavern.

A Senate subcom m ittee headed by Sen­ 


ator George Malone of Nevada has blasted 


the contention that this country ’s produc­

In a 
well documented and thoroughly authentic 
report, the Senators find that the Western 
H emisphere can be m ade com pletely self- 
sufficient, that reserves of critical m ate­ 
rials in the United States alone have been 
grossly underestimated and that the pic­ 
ture of the United States as a have-not na­ 
tion is “ one of the greatest frauds an d 
hoaxes ever perpetrated on the American 
people.” 
The latter statem ent is in elaboration of 
a charge that during and after World War 
II there w as an attem pt by pro-Russians 
in the governm ent to reduce this country 
to dependency upon Europe, Asia and Af­ 
rica for critical m aterials. 
The late Henry Dexter White recom ­ 
m ended that Washington tender Russia a 
credit of $10 billion to be repaid in the form 
of critical m aterials. By depending upon 
Russia as a source of supply , this country 
would of course be at a great disadvantage 
in the event of war with the Soviet. 
It is clearly to the advantage of the Unit­ 
ed States to promote sources of supply of 
critical m aterials in Canada and 
L at i n

WATER SHORTAGE 
IN A WIDE area in the Midwest, water 
shortage has caused untold inconvenience, 
with solution of the problem in most in­ 
stances an expensive undertaking to bring 
water considerable distances. Subnormal 
rainfall is generally blam ed for the situa­ 
tion, but that is not the only explanation. 
There have been other y ears of insufficient 
precipitation, with less dire results. 
What has happened, of course, is that 
the population of the nation has increased 
to the point that supply ing water has be­ 
com e a greater problem than it w as in the 
past. Towns and cities which have grown 
rapidly in population now are beset by a 
serious water shortage whenever there is 
a diminution of rain. Rivers and lakes far 
away m ust be tapped to provide for t h e 
increased population, and the task will in­ 
volve expenditure of hundreds of millions 
of dollars.

When Senator T o m 
Walsh presided over the com m ittee that in­ 
vestigated the Teapot Dom e Scandal, he 
pushed his com m ittee work forward to a 
conclusion. His associate, Senator Burton 
K. Wheeler, stood out so that today only 
Wash and Wheeler are rem em bered in 
connection with this com m ittee.

On the other hand, the Nve 
Committee was entirely controlled by its j 
staff, which included a large number of 
Communists. One of the most disreputable 
com m ittees of the Congress w as that head­ 
ed by Hugo Black, who, nevertheless, be­ 
cam e an Associate J ustice of the Supreme j 
Court which so outraged public opinion at 
the time that President Roosevelt had to 1 
deliver his Quarantine Speech to take the 
sting out of the new s of Black s appoint­ 
ment. 
There can be no question but that the 
McCarthy Com m ittee, of which Mr. Potter 
is a m em ber, has been m anaged entirely 
by Senator McCarthy with which idea Mr. 
I Potter went along for more than a y ear. 
The D em ocratic m em b ers of this Commit­ 
tee retired from it for som e months, ob­ 
jecting to M cCarthy ’s procedures, but no 
Republican 
m em ber 
of the 
Committee 
challenged Senator M cCarthy ’s solo m an­ 
agem ent until after J anuary of this y ear 
when the White House objected to the Wis­ 
consin Senator's apparent competition for 
party leadership. 
This w as the essential issue in the recent 
McCarthv-Stevens hearing, which m i g h t 
more correctly be term ed, the McCarthy - 
Sherman Adam s conflict. 
During the prelim inary , quarrels which 
led to the open break between Senator Mc­ 
Carthy and the White House, a proposal 
w as m ade to the Senator, of which I knew 
at the time, that in his investigations of 
governm ent departm ents, he hold only E x­ 
ecutive sessions, in secrecy and in silence 
so far as the public is concerned, and that 
w hatev er he learned be placed at the dis­ 
posal o f the White House.

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EXPOSING A HOAX 
ONE OF THE encouraging phases of 
A m erica’s situation is the discovery that 
the Western Hemisphere is virtually self- 
sufficient and that severing of ocean lines 
of supply would not cause the land of the 
free to wither on the vine. 
A Senate subcommittee headed by Sen­ 
ator George Malone of Nevada has blasted 
the contention that this country’s produc­ 
tive system is dependent upon critical sup­ 
plies from Europe, Asia and Africa. In a 
well documented and thoroughly authentic 
report, the Senators find that the Western 
Hemisphere can be m ade completely self- 
sufficient, that reserves of critical m ate­ 
rials in the United States alone have been 
grossly underestim ated and that the pic­ 
ture of the United States as a have-not na­ 
tion is “one of the greatest frauds a n d 
hoaxes ever perpetrated on the American 
people.” 
The latter statement is in elaboration of 
a charge that during and after World War 
Ii there was an attem pt by pro-Russians 
in the government to reduce this country 
to dependency upon Europe, Asia and Af­ 
rica for critical materials. 
The late Henry Dexter White recom­ 
mended that Washington tender Russia a 
credit of $10 billion to be repaid in the form 
of critical materials. By depending upon 
Russia as a source of supply, this country 
would of course be at a great disadvantage 
in the event of w ar with the Soviet. 
It is clearly to the advantage of the Unit­ 
ed States to promote sources of supply of 
critical m aterials in Canada and L a t i n 
A merican lands.

IN A W IDE area in the Midwest, w ater 
shortage has caused untold inconvenience, 
with solution of the problem in most in­ 
stances an expensive undertaking to bring 
w ater considerable distances.

There have been other years of insufficient 
precipitation, with less dire results. 
What has happened, of course, is that 
the population of the nation has increased 
to the point that supplying water has be­ 
come a g reater problem than it was in the 
past. Towns and cities which have grown 
rapidly in population now are beset by a 
serious w ater shortage whenever there is 
a diminution of rain. Rivers and lakes far 
away m ust be tapped to provide for t h e 
increased population, and the task will in­ 
volve expenditure of hundreds of millions 
of dollars.

Remains to Ee Solved

LEUKEMIA is increasing. There ! 
are more cases being diagnosed, 
but there are more cases a p p ear­ 
ing for which better diagnostic 
m ethods alone c an n o t account. 
It is actually becoming more and 
more prevalent.
